Accident claims life 


A Didsbury woman died at the scene of a 
two vehicle accident Sunday afternoon at 
approximately 1:15 p.m. Pamella O'Neil, 59, 
died at the scene when the car she was a 
passenger in, collided with an eastbound pick 
up truck. The two vehicles, a 1994 Plymouth 
Acclaim, and a 1986 Chevrolet truck collided 
at a rural intersection four miles south and 


eight miles west of Olds. The driver of the car 
was Doris Camps, 65, of Didsbury ; the driver 
of the truck was Jeffrey Bellamy, 19, of 
Cremona. 

An investigation of the accieent is continu¬ 
ing and charges are pending. Alcohol was not a 
factor, and road and weather conditions were 
good at the time of the accident.

The code states that minimum 
distance separations for the cat¬ 
egories affected in this case are: 
Category one (neighbor) 2,500

“I understand people being 
concerned about it,” Smith said, 
“Four thousand sows sounds 
huge, and it is one of the larger 
operations of its type in the prov¬ 
ince and certainly in the County 
of Mountain View. But if people 
are concerned about the visual 
impact, the way it’s designed, it 
won’t look enormous from the 
outside.” 

Visual impact was less of a 
concern to Brander than the sheer 
magnitude of the proposed 4,000 
sow operation. 

A representative from DGH 
Engineering, who are providing 
engineering services relating to 
earth manure storage, was on 
hand at the open house to answer 
questions, but Brander said she 
came away unconvinced that 
odours would be contained. 

“Four thousand pigs- that’s a

huge amount of manure to get rid 
of,” Brander said. 

Smith said that while a larger 
operation indisputably calls for a 
larger lagoon, there is not a direct 
relationship between the number 
of sows and any odours gener¬ 
ated. 

Price said the latest technol¬ 
ogy in pig production would be 
utilized, and noted that residual 
value of nitrogen value carried 
over into the second year consti¬ 
tuted a benefit for farmers choos¬ 
ing to procure and apply the ma¬ 
nure to their fields. 

Herman Epp from the county 
office confirmed that a develop¬ 
ment permit had been issued on 
the NW-9-31-27 W4, “subject to 
appeal”. He explained that those 
wishing to file appeals should fol¬ 
low the normal appeal process. A 
filing fee of $50 is charged, and in 
this case, the appeal phase con¬ 
cludes Friday, September 13. A 
letter indicating the nature of the 
objection and the appellant’s in¬ 
volvement relating to the devel¬ 
opment is to accompany the ap¬ 
peal. If legitimate appeals are re¬ 
ceived, an appeal board meeting 
is scheduled and a decision is usu¬ 
ally forthcoming approximately 
15 days after the board meets.

Cat concerns readdressed 

A second letter received by 
administration last week request¬ 
ing that council look into drafting 
a cat bylaw was issued to council¬ 
lors in their information package 
at the September 3 town council 
meeting. Mayor Ray Lea asked 
administration to request copies 
of the bylaws adopted by Olds and 
Carstairs to research how other 
local municipalities are address¬ 
ing the issue. At this time, coun¬ 
cil is not contemplating institut¬ 
ing a cat bylaw but Lea said let¬ 
ters from residents addressing all 
concerns regarding the issued 
would be welcome. 

Home School request rati¬ 
fied 

A request by the Mountain 
View Home Schooler’s Associa¬ 
tion to be granted educational 
entity status was ratified by coun¬ 
cil. The designation entitles the 
Homeschooler’s Association to 
the school facility booking and 
rental fee schedules when mak¬ 
ing use of Memorial Complex fa¬ 
cilities. The playgroup, Ross Ford, 
Westglen and Didsbury High 
School are the other four entities 
accessing the complex under the 
partnering agreement. 
Streetlight okayed 

Council approved the installa¬ 
tion of a new lamp to be affixed to 
an existing power pole at the west 
end of 18 Avenue and 16 Street. 


The cost to provide the service 
amounts to the standard monthly 
service charge of $17.44 per 
month. Installation, and the light 
itself, will be paid for by TransAlta 
Utilities. 

Crossing arm grant 

Installation of crossing arms 
at the primary crossing points (20 
Avenue and 15 Avenue) has been 
on the back burner since Septem¬ 
ber of 1995. At that time, CP rail 
informed the Town of Didsbury a 
grant had been applied for to in¬ 
stall cantilevered crossing arms. 
The Town of Didsbury would be 
expected to pay 12.5 per cent of 
the installation cost and an addi¬ 
tional $3,000 per year mainte¬ 
nance fees. The federally ap¬ 
proved grant portion was assigned 
to the 15 Avenue crossing. Wes 
Yeoman is contacting federal au¬ 
thorities to explain that the 20 
Avenue crossing is the crossing 
with heaviest traffic. No commit¬ 
ments have been made to date. 
Grant application approved 

Council approved submission 
of a $250,000 grant application 
after discussions and review of 
priorities by the Tourism and 
Economic Board were finalized. 
If received, the Community Fa¬ 
cility Enhancement Program 
funds would be applied to the 
Aquatic Centre Waterslide project 
($75,000), and construction of 
new stabling facilities ($175,000).

reject violence

Three years ago, over 80 per 
cent of Alberta voters considered 
balancing the province's books a 
necessary goal, with running sur¬ 
pluses to facilitate debt pay down 
the longer-term dream. Albertans 
understood that enjoying, or wit¬ 
nessing, a level of government 
spending which we weren't pay¬ 
ing for, and which was forcing 
higher taxes on future genera¬ 
tions, was unfair. 

Both the Liberals and Con¬ 
servatives promised "brutal" or 
"deep" spending cuts rather than 
tax increases. Generally speak¬ 
ing, user fees and health premi¬ 
ums aside, the Klein government 
has delivered. The Liberal Oppo¬ 
sition, on the other hand, under a 
different leader, appears to have 
shredded its 1993 election cam¬ 
paign literature. 

When Provincial Treasurer 
Jim Dinning released the Quar¬ 
terly Budget Update on August 
15th (financial performance for 
the first three months of the fis¬ 
cal year, April, May, June) show¬ 
ing revenues surging ahead of 
1996-97 Budget estimates, angry 
howls for increased spending re¬ 
verberated. Undoubtedly, legis¬ 
lation prohibiting the use of wind¬ 
fall surpluses for anything but 
debt reduction will be heralded 
by future taxpayers. A roll-call of 
babies born recently owing 
$11,680 in provincial debt may 
have reminded the chorus that 
there's a long way to go. 

The Update adjusts the Budg¬ 
et’s projected surplus from $23 
million to $324 million, which 
could be $869 million if natural 
resource and corporate income 
tax revenue cushions are real¬ 
ised. These two traditionally un¬ 
predictable revenue sources are 
performing beyond expectations, 
just as in 1994-95 and 1995-96, 
when successive billion dollar 
surpluses resulted. We 
shouldn't forget that optimistic 
projections caused nine straight 
deficits ($19.5 billion), prompt¬ 
ing the need to cut expendi¬ 
tures. 

Even so, the government's con¬ 
servative revenue forecasting 


methods have come under fire. In 
response, a report on these meth¬ 
ods was tabled during the sum¬ 
mer sitting of the Legislature. It 
notes that "The size of the cush¬ 
ions is not large in relation to the 
province's total revenues," and 
that "Unexpected revenue short¬ 
falls due to optimistic revenue 
forecasting would require un¬ 
planned and possibly destablising 
expenditure reductions or tax in¬ 
creases". Sound familiar? It fur¬ 
ther suggests that conservative 
forecasting "for the purposes of 
establishing sustainable expendi¬ 
ture levels is warranted." 

The question remains what 
those expenditure levels should 
be. Also passed during the sitting 
were bills for additional spending 
on health care, seniors and roads, 
and to establish the minor tax 
cuts and slightly accelerated debt 
reduction under the Tories' "Re¬ 
investment Plan." The Tories 
claim this reflects the confusing 
results of a spring survey which 
asked Albertans how money pre¬ 
viously destined for interest costs, 
freed up because the two sur¬ 
pluses allowed debt repayment, 
should be employed. While some 
say the results display that the 
top priority of Albertans remains 
debt reduction, the bulk of the 
"reinvestment" has gone to elevat¬ 
ing program spending. 

This conflicts with a growing 
amount of evidence that high 
taxes stunt economies. A recent 
IMF study concludes that the ex¬ 
pansion of government spending 
in many industrialised countries 
since 1960, due mainly to the rise 
of the welfare state, has damaged 
economic progress and has not 
produced any noticeable social 
gains relative to nations where 
government spending did not in¬ 
crease substantially. 

Lower taxes would strengthen 
and diversify the Alberta 
economy, reducing revenue vola¬ 
tility, creating more jobs, both 
now and in the future, and in¬ 
creasing tax revenue. Continued 
restructuring and focussing on 
what Albertans agree is govern¬ 
ment's role would permit further 
reductions in program expendi¬ 
tures. It adds up to faster debt 
pay down and a brighter future. 


Schools

Challenging the notion that vio¬ 
lence is a natural part of growing up 
is exactly what Irene MacDonald 
has in mind. She is a teacher, a 
parent and a doctoral student at the 
University of Alberta. The student 
comment above is taken from her 
research on how junior high school 
students in Alberta view violence. 
Along the way she’s noticed an inter¬ 
esting dichotomy: 96 per cent of 
junior high students said they felt 
safe at school, yet over 50 per cent 
said bullying was a big problem in 
schools. Twenty per cent of male 
students said they had been threat¬ 
ened with a knife and 25 per cent of 
female students had experienced 
sexual harassment. Moreover, the 
same survey found that over one- 
half had experienced fights, bully¬ 
ing, verbal threats and theft or dam¬ 
age of property. 

What's equally disturbing is that 
students now assume that much of 
the violence in schools is unavoid¬ 
able. This attitude means that many 
kids don't report these incidents, 
reasoning that unless guns or knives 
are involved, it's not too serious. 
Complicatingthe issue is the percep¬ 
tion that adults are either unable to 
solve the problem or are unsympa¬ 
thetic and unfair. And yet, another 


barrier facing parents and teachers 
is the code of silence that many teens 
adhere to. "I'll explain why my eye 
looks this way if you promise not to 
do anything about it." 

Administrators are well aware of 
how quickly media attention on a 
violent incident in their school will 
create a negative image that is al¬ 
most impossible to shake. But 
MacDonald suggests that, as a first 
step, school staff must be encour¬ 
aged to speak freely to the realities of 
what is occurring in their schools. 
This opens the door to setting up 
preventative programs and develop- 
ingstrategies that create safe schools. 
She has found that safe schools pro¬ 
mote a sense of well-being and pur¬ 
pose, where students feel they are 
part of a community whose mem¬ 
bership is known and accepted. In 
particular, these schools 

- encourage positive behavior by 
praising exemplary acts of students, 

- provide resources that enable 
teachers to organize extra-curricu¬ 
lar activities that encourage a team 
feeling among students, 

- involve students in establishing 
rules and consequences for 
misbehavior, 

- recognize community service by 
students as part of the school cur¬ 
riculum, and 

- teach cooperative problem solv¬ 
ing skills. 

Parents have an important role 
to play in helping teens cope with 
conflict. Advising kids to ignore ver¬ 
bal abuse or encouraging them to 
use physical force to stand up for 
themselves are not helpful solutions. 


These responses perpetuate the prob¬ 
lem. It'simportant to take your child's 
complaints seriously and work with 
the school to find a solution. Parents 
can also support schools by being 
good role models. Most kids have 
seen adults indulging in poor 
behavior; badmouthing coaches 
when they disagree with a decision, 
threatening other drivers when they 
cut in front of them or giving verbal 
abuse to store assistants. Conflict is 
a pari of life and teens need adults to 
demonstrate positive ways to han¬ 
dle disagreements. In addition, par¬ 
ents can be clear about what is ap¬ 
propriate behavior and what isn't. 
It's no use ignoring physical abuse in 
the hockey rink and then expecting 
kids to restrain themselves in the 
playground. 

Our society as a whole, needs to 
discover ways to handle conflict in a 
positive manner. An Edmonton ra¬ 
dio station did just that when 
they heard the mayor of North 
York, Ontario, throwing in¬ 
sults at Edmonton. But in¬ 
stead of getting into a name¬ 
calling free-for-all, the radio 
station invited the mayor to 
visit Edmonton and thus 
turned the situation into a 
humorous encounter. 

MacDonald believes that allow¬ 
ing students to accept violence as a 
natural part of growing up is irre¬ 
sponsible. She stresses that we must 
work together to ensure that learn¬ 
ing and teaching occurs in a safe and 
caring school environment that sup¬ 
ports respectful and responsible 
behavior.

As a concerned landowner/resi¬ 
dent of the County of Mountain 
View, living east of Didsbury, I 
am questioning the recent deci¬ 
sion made by the County of Moun¬ 
tain View's Municipal Planning 
Commission to approve a devel¬ 
opment permit for Pig Improve¬ 
ment (Canada) Ltd. in the NW 9-

Protect your evergreens now 


Like us, trees also need to pre¬ 
pare for winter. There are meas¬ 
ures that we can take to help pro¬ 
tect our trees from the ravages of 
these long, cold months. 

Winter browning 

This past spring we saw many 
beautiful evergreens turn a red¬ 
dish brown or yellow color. While 
there sue several similar symp¬ 
toms in evergreens such as dog 
damage or salt spray, more often 
than not, it is "winter browning". 

Winter browning results from 
the needles drying out. Moisture 
is drawn out of the needles by the 
sun on cold clear days and by win¬ 
ter winds on exposed sites. Be¬ 
cause water within the branches 
and trunk is frozen, the water 
cannot be replaced and the nee¬ 
dles dry out. If severe enough, 
tissues can be killed or damaged 


just enough for the plant to show 
signs of moisture stress (yellow¬ 
ish colored needles). 

Trees will recover in most 
cases. They may be unsightly and 
some needles may fall off. New 
needles will appear in the spring 
if the bud is not damaged. Water¬ 
ing and fertilizing in the spring 
helps trees recover. 

Preventing winter damage 

Water your trees well before 
freeze up. Remember to let your 
trees harden ofT in the fall by not 
watering them between the end 
of July and freeze up. 

Protect your trees from dam¬ 
aging winds and the sun over win¬ 
ter. This can be accomplished by 
wrapping smaller evergreens in 
burlap or surrounding them with 
cardboard, shingles or snow fence.

your evergreen trees is to plant 
them on the inside row of the 
shelterbelt. Here they will be pro¬ 
tected from winter winds and they 
will benefit from the extra snow 
trap and shade. There are also 
anti-desiccant sprays that can be 
applied in the fall that will pro¬ 
vide protection from winter 
browning. 

Other measures to help trees sur¬ 
vive the harsh winter months in¬ 
clude: 

Keeping your shelterbelts weed- 
free throughout the growing season, 
to encourage fast, healthy growth. 

Protect trees from insects and 
disease; quick diagnosis is the best 
method of control. 

Protect trees from animal dam¬ 
age. 

Most importantly, plant trees and 
shrubs that are hardy and resistant 
for your area
